FUMIGATION BEsT C HECK FOR 
BEAN AND PEA WEEVILS 
Beans and peas are attacked by 
six types of weevils in the field and 
111 storage. 
They often cause con 
siderable amount of damage. T h e r'1 
are several m ethods for the control 
of the insects. 
Fum igation with carbon bisulfide 
is considered one of the best control 
measures. 
Shell the infested bean*? 
and peas as soon as possible. 
Then 
place the seeds in a tight containe- 
for fumigation. 
The liquid m ay be 
poured over the beans or it may 
be placed in a shallow tin set on 
top of them . 
T he usual am ount of 
carbon bisulfide used is one ounce 
per bushel. 
The container m ust be air-tight. 
Otherwise the fum igant will be i n ­ 
effective. 
It is also ineffective if 
th e tem perature is below 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
Carbon bisulfide is highly inflam - j 
able and m ust be kept from lights 
and fires of all kinds. 
It will not 
injure the beans for cooking p u r­ 
poses or for seed. 
Large quantities of beans or peas 
m ay be dry-heated at a C m p eratu ie 
of 120 to 140 degrees F. for a pe­ 
riod of 5 hour-. To be effective the 
heat must penetrate to the center of 
the mass of beans. 
Heated beans 1 
and peas are unfit for seed, but 
they are entirely suitable for cook- i 
tug purposes. 
Infested seeds m ay be separated ; 
from sound peas and beans by im ­ 
mersing them in water. 
Injured 
seeds will flcat and may be skim ­ 
med fro.a the -surface. 
C ultural practices assist In red u c­ 
ing the insects in the field. 
It is ; 
advisable to gather and burn scat­ 
tered pods and vinos as soon as 
harvesting is completed. 


PO IL T R Y M IN TO GUARD

Europe To Pay Cash 
Europe must increase her use of 
South American food

to pay for it in cash rather than j 
bv the barter method of the past 
few’ years. 
This additional cash 
should help to solve South America's 
problem of finding the necessary , 
buying power to purchase American 
goods. 
Moreover, the United States 
will 
probably contribute subsian- ; 
tLilly by extending additional credits 
to South America through our Ex­ 
port-Import 
Bank. 
We havp al­ 
ready granted substantial credits to 
Bran! and other Latin American 
countries. 
Biggest gain in our world com- j 
merer will be in our manufactured 
goods 
There were the type of goods j 
that Germ any was selling in South 
America and in otjier parts of the 
world. Japan and the United States 
will grab most off Germany’s and 
some of France's and Britain ’s for­ 
mer trade in such products as cut- i 
lery, 
bicycles, railroad equipment, 
chemicals, machinery, textiles, and 
the like. 
W e should have the upper 
hand over Japan, particularly in the 
case of the mast highly-specialized j 
manufactures because Japan's prod­ 
ucts are cheap in quality and nar­ 
row in range of selection. W ith the 
present line-up of belligerents. I 
cannot, however, see any immediate t 
big increase in our exports of farm 
products—not even cotton. 
Shipyards At ( a parity 
Our seaports—particularly alone 
the Gulf—will see great activity. 
Shipyard5, already busy in turning 
out war-ships. will be pushed to ¡ 
capacity in the building of new 
cargo boats.
